D1(JP10-204853A) discloses a damming control system for estuaries, which measures flie tidal of die extemal water levels (HI) 
and fte water level (H2) within flic estuary (H2). TTie difference between flie intemal and flie extemal water levels is confuted. Based 
on the water level difference a gate (G) is opened and water is supplied to extemal, during low tide. Ciahn 1 relates to the field of 
preventing flood, while Dl relates to the field of power generation, agriculture, but the objective of each is to prevent the reverse flow 
of sea water. So the invention defined in claun 1 cannot be considered to involve an inventive step. Hie additional technical feature of 
claim 2 is also disclosed in Dl. So both claims 1,2 are not conq)ly with Rule 43.1.
